Lonpon, Monday. 

The disraption of the Unionist Party is the 
great topic of conversation in the clabs and in 
the City.

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A DISTINGUISHED CAREER. 


The many friends of the late Consul-General 
at Alexandria will regret to learn that Sir 
Charles Cookson died at his home at Chelsea 
on Saturday. J 

Sir Charles Alfred Cookson, K.C.M.G., C.B., 
was born in 1829.\ He graduated in second 
class Classical Honotifs at Oriel College, Ox- 
ford, in 1855, and was called to the Bar at the 
Inner Temple, Janoary 26, 1867. He was 
appointed Law Secretary and Chancellier, with 
a Royal Commission as Vice-Consal to the 
Supreme Consular Court at Constantinople, 
Jaly 6. 1868. While there the celebrated Mar- 
athon brizandage case ocourred and he was 
sent to Athens to investigate the charges 
against the Greek brigands concerned in the 
marders of Mr. Herbert and the other English- 
mea. 

Sir Charles was appointed Consal and Jadge 
at Alexandria, November 39, 1874 and was 
Acting Agent and Consal-General from May 
26 till Ootober 14, 1875; from May 20 till 
October, 6, 1376 ; from October 6 till Novem- 
ber 23, 877; from Augast 1 till Ostober 28 
1880 ; and from May 4 to September 19, 1831. 
Sie Charles was employed in Cypras as Legal 
Adviser and afterwards as Member of the 
Ex-cutive Coancil and Jadicial Commissioner 
from Aogast, 1878, till March 1879... He 
was Zod Delegate on the Commission at Cairo 
from December 16, 1880, to April 23, 1831;and 
from March 10 to May 17, 1884. Oa November 
28, 188t he was made a C.B. He was Brit'sh 
Delegate on the Ioternational Commission 
tor Egyptian Indemnities, from Janaary, 
1888, to Maroh, 18*4: 

He beoime Consal-Ganeral at Alexandria on 
Janoary Ist, 1891. and retired from that post 
in August 1897. He was made a K.C.M.G. 
in 1888,

*EGYPTIAN SECURITIES. 


A new edition of the nsefal investment list 
of Egyptian Secarities, by Messrs. Reid and 
Barnard has made.its appearance. 

The increase in the number of securities 
qnoted in the Investment List since its last 
publication in Jaly 1905, has been very con- 
sidersb!e Even more striking is the growth 
when dated from the previons issue of April 
1904. Against the additions have to be set 
some removals ; but theze are few in number 
and insignificant when compared with the new 
issnes which are given in tabular form. Most 
noticeable amongst the removals is that of 
the Daira Sanieh Debt ; 
that of the Huileries and Savonneries which 
has been absorbed by the Egyptian Salt and 
Soda, ;and that of the Egrenage de Coton at 
Zag: zig which has joined the Associated 
Cotton Ginners—the first industrial combine 
of any magnitude in the country and the 
result of which willbe watched for with great 
interest, 

Among banking concerns the increase in 
the numbers of them working in Egypt is 
hardly reflected in this list, which as in the 
past the compilers have endeavoured to con- 
fine to companies either dealt in in this market 
or having their pri: cipal sphere of operations 
in this country. It is none the less desirable 
to record the advent of the Comptoir d’Es- 
compte, Banco di Roma, Bangne de Salonique, 
and the most recent creation of German Enter- 
prise in the Levant.— The Deatache Orient 
Bank. 

Even with these reinforcements the supply 
of capital which may be considered as strictly 
loanable has barely kept pace with the progress 
and requirements of the country. Sach cannot 
be said to be the case with regard to Land and 
Inv: stment Companies which are now very 
numerous. 

Th ) increase is less noticeable in the number 
of companies classed as [aodastrial and Com- 
mercial. Mining concerns, thoagh their nom- 
bers do not appear in the Investment List’s 
Table of New Capital; have almost doubled as 
they have neither been issued, held nor dealt 
in in this market, a matter rather for congrata- 
lation than regret. 

Of the total amount of the new capital shown 
in the table, Messrs. Reid and Barnard estimate 
that no less than twelve’ million or three quar- 
” ters of the whole has been taken by this country. 
This is a large sum for a market in which the 
accumulation of wealth in anything like a 
liquid form has been of only recent origin. 

Even so the sum total represented by securi- 
ties is a very small fraction of the total wealth 
of Egypt ; and with a period for consolidation 
of values and immanity from fresh issues, the 
surplus of what may be called onplaced secari- 
ties will rapidly be absorbed. 

The authors conclade their preface by stating 
that: “Apprehensions ofa serious fall in Egyp- 
tian Secarities, amounting in one case to the 
prediction of a ‘collapse in the Khediviate,’ 
have found expression for some months past in 
the London press ; recent utterances in this 
country have confirmed rather than contradict- 
ed this view. Writing as we do with an intimate 
knowledgs of the Egyptian Market exterding 
over six years, we are able to stste that we do 
not share these apprehensions.”

THE EMANCIPATION OF EGYPT. 


To tHE Epiron or THE Eayprian GazeErre, 

Sir,—In the important letter by “Diploma- 
tious” on the above subject which you pub- 
lished on the 2nd inst., the writer says that 
the book of that title which I recently review- 
ed was judiciously temperate in tone and 
eloquent in exposition; the same terms may 
with equal troth, be applied to his letter, and 
although I do not agree with him either in 
the drift of his argument or in the conclasions 
which they lead him, there is one reason 
for which I should have preferred not to have 
replied to this letter, and I should not have 
done so, unless [ had been convinced that the 
letter, temperate though it be, is calcalated to 
produce a false impression. 

The one reason to which I refer is, that I 
cannot reply to this letter without saying 
things which may be aunpleasant to some 
people ; and referring to circumstances, which 
others niight think, had better be forgotten. 
Still it is important that this question shonld 
be better understood than it is, and I will 
endeavour to throw a little light, on one or 
two of the points to which your correspondent 
calls attention. He asks an important question 
“are the Egyptians ripe for independence %” 
and although he declines to answer it himself, 
he says that an authoritative answer has been 
given in the affirmative ; and he finds that 
answer in the draft of an an-ratified treaty 
drawn up in 1887 by Moukhtar Pacha and Sir 
H. Drommond-Wolff, but which, most fortan- 
ately, never became a treaty, because the 
Sultan refased to sign it. Most of us are con 
tent to be obliged to carry out obligations duly 
signed and confirmed, and life is not long 
enough to be hampered with those that were 
merely suggested. 

“Diplomaticus” is astonished that the author 
of the book reterred to should have failed to 
discuss the signifiance of this so-called treaty. 
My opinion is that the unknown -author of 
that book is much too well informed to 
lean on 80 slender a reed. Sir Henry Drum 
mond Wolff, was the son of an African mis- 
sionary, he was by pure accident born at 
Kom-el-Dik in Alexandria, and his early con- 
nection with our town seems to be the most 
apparent reason'for which, during a long series 
of years, he was considered to be a great 
authority on Egyptian affaire. Whether it was 
solely on this account, or partly because hewas 8 
member of that uncomfortable coalition known 
at that time as the Fourth party, I donot 
know, but at all events the fact remains that 
H.B.M.’s Government sent him out to Ezypt 
as Lord High Commissioner, and he also 
previously had some Egyptian experience as a 
member of the Board of Directors of an English 
Bank, established in Egypt, and I well recollect 
that an one occasion his reputation as an 
acthority an Egyptian affaire, induced his 
colleagues to come to a decision, which they 
afterwards had good reason to regret. Sir 
Drommond Wolff was Lord High Commissioner 
in Egypt during the time referred to by Rad- 
yard Kipling when, in writing of an Egyp- 


‘tian Administration he said, “There were years 


they do not talk of, there were times of 
horrid doubt.” 

As one who has lived in this country for the 
last thirty-five years, and has watched with a 
certain amount of personal interest the un- 
ravellingof the tangled skein of Egyptian affairs, 
I do not hesitate to say that in the projected 
treaty of 1887 Sir Drummond Wolff brought 
this country to the brink of an abyas, the con- 
seqaences of which might have been too awtul 
to contemplate without a shadder. 

y'o anyone having a fairly good knowledge of 
the internal condition of Egypt and the Sudan 
at that time, it must have been evident, that if 
the proposals then made had been carried out 
one of two things would have happened : 
either the Mahdist hordes would soon have 
massacredor swept into the sea the unfortunate 

ptians, who were at that time no more 
able to defend themselves than a flock of sheep 
eft to the tender mercies of a pack of wolves 
or some other less scrapaloas Power would in 
extremity have come to the rescue, and the 
bill for their services would have been a very 
mach more serious one than that which Egypt 
has had to settle with England. 

In 1887 there weré very few Ezyptians who 
knew mach about the real stateof their country, 
and those of the rising generation prefer to 
direct their studies to other times, and affect 
rather to ignore the history of their country 
from 1880 to 1890. “Diplomaticus” .ehows.s 
certain lack of information of the internal 
state of Egypt, when he expresses astonish- 
ment, that the educated Egyptians, imbued 
with the patriotic feeling, and absorbed in their 
country’s destiny, do not take more kindly to 
pioneer work, 

Yoor correspondent refers t Lord Cromer’s 
last report, and it seems to ue that he draws 
an altogether mistaken infe: ence from the pas- 

sages he refers to. 

” Moeh comment has recentiv been made in 
the native press use in conversavion with 
the avuthor.of a recent book on Egypt a well- 
informed member of the Khedivial family, 


declared that modern Egyptians are still politi-’ 


cal babes. Not only is this troe, bat it must 
not be forgotten that the political bebe is a 
child ot very slow growth in this climate, un- 
assiatedas he is by any hereditary propensities. 
Twenty or thirty years are but a very short 
time in the life of a nation. There is little 
doubt that with time and patience all will 
come right, but even in the words which your 
correspondent quotes from Lord Cromer, far 
from fixing any date says it may take » 
long time. It therefore behoves both the 
Ezyptian and his advisers to possess their souls 
in patience, and to wait ; they can do this a) 
the more readily as that in the meantime they 
have not much to complain abont, and if they 
have any spare time they might ‘oncasionally 
reflect on the virtue of gratitude. Yours, etc.,
